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NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 

|Royal  Society  Awards. — The  following 
included  in  awards  made  by  the  Royal 
piety  for  1944 :  Copley  medal  to  Sir 
offrey  Taylor  in  recognition  of  work  on 
i  construction  of  metals,  etc. ;  Davy 
dal  to  Sir  Robert  Robertson  in  recog- 
ion  of  researches  on  analytical  methods, 
ra-red  absorption  spectra,  etc. ;  and 
ghes  medal  to  Professor  G.  I.  Finch  for 
dies  of  the  structure  and  properties  of 
faces  and  for  work  on  the  electrical 
lition  of  gases.  A  Royal  Society  medal 
s  also  been  awarded  to  Dr.  C.  R.  Haring- 
in  recognition  of  his  work  on  the  analysis 
d  synthesis  of  thyroxine,  and  in  immuno- 
jical  chemistry. 

Gifts  from  Abroad. — Gifts  from  abroad 
persons  in  this  country  are  now  allowed 
try  without  import  licence  if  they  satisfy 
:  following  conditions:  (1)  They  must 
unsolicited  gifts  and  not  imported  as 
rchandise  or  for  sale;  (2)  they  must  be 
it  by  parcel  post  and  clearly  marked  as 
ts ;  (3)  they  must  not  be  sent  more  often 
m  once  a  month;    (4)  the  weight  must 


not  exceed  5  lb.  gross  or  include  more  than 
2  lb.  of  any  one  foodstuff.  The  concession 
does  not  relieve  parcels  from  liability  to 
any  appropriate  customs  duty  and  for 
purchase  tax  on  arrival  in  this  country, 
nor  does  it  apply  to  articles  subject  to 
special  prohibition  or  restriction,  e.g. 
dangerous  drugs. 

More  Fuel  for  Retail  Deliveries. — The 
Ministries  of  War  Transport  and  Food  and 
Board  of  Trade  are  examining  the  extent 
to  which  modifications  can  be  made  in  the 
restrictions  on  retail  deliveries.  Additional 
small  quantities  of  fuel  may  be  made  avail- 
able for  the  purpose. 

Red  Cross  Comforts  to  Civilians. — During 
three  months  of  flying-bomb  activity  over 
Southern  England,  the  Red  Cross  and  St. 
John  War  Organisation  distributed  71,055 
articles  (comforts,  medical  supplies,  etc.) 
to  hospitals,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  injured 
and  homeless.  Among  the  articles  were 
hairbrushes  and  combs,  shaving  tackle, 
toothbrushes  and  toothpaste,  bed-tables, 
bed  cradles,  lint  and  medicines. 
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5,000  Phenobarbitone  Tablets  Missing. — 

Search  is  being  made  in  Hull  for  a  tin 
containing  5,000  tablets  of  phenobarbitone, 
missing  from  a  local  pharmacy. 

International  Conference  on  Venereal 
Diseases.— Problems  involved  in  inter- 
national control  of  venereal  diseases  will  be 
discussed  by  representatives  of  Great 
Britain,  Norway,  Mexico,  Canada  and  the 
United  States  at  a  post-war  conference  at 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  U.S.A. 

Travellers'  Schools  Prizegiving. — The  dis- 
tribution of  prizes  took  place  in  the  Elliott 
Hall  of  the  Royal  Commercial  Travellers' 
Schools,  Hatch  End,  Pinner,  on  November 
4.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Horlick,  O.B.E., 
M.C.,  was  the  principal  guest,  and  Lady 
Waterlow  (a  member  of  the  board  of 
management)  presented  the  prizes.  Also 
present  were  the  chairman  (Mr.  J.  Freeman 
Dunn),  and  various  members  of  the  board. 

Newcastle  Film  Show. — The  Newcastle 
District  and  Northumberland  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a  meeting  in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  October  31,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Miss  K.  Bell,  at  which 
the  films  "Scabies,"  "Defeat  Diphtheria," 
and  "Life  Begins  Again"  were  shown.

It  was  resolved 
at  the  notes  should  be  observed  by  the

>m  manufacturers.  Applications  from 
Lzyme  Products,  Ltd.,  London,  for 
mufacturer  membership,  and  for  the 
fusion  of  Enzyvite  and  Enzygene  in  the 
F  list,  were  approved.  In  view  of  the 
option,  as  from  January  i,  1945,  of  a 
w  constitution  and  rules,  it  was  resolved 
at  the  election  of  manufacturer  and 
lolesaler  representatives  of  the  C.F.

The  Council  considered 
thirteen  applications  for  maintenance  of 
supply  of  C.F.  products  to  businesses 
temporarily  converted  into  drug-stores; 
all  were  approved. 

Warwickshire  Analyst's  Report.— A  re- 
port by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council 
refers  to  the  testing  of  a  sample  of  "  Family 
Doctor,"  a  preparation  marketed  by  a  firm 
of  wholesale  chemists.  No  indication  was 
given  on  the  label  of  the  ailment  for  which 
the  mixture  should  be  used,  and  it  was 
found  to  contain  dilute  nitric  acid,  31  per 
cent. ;  oil  of  peppermint,  a  trace ;  distilled 
water,  to  100  per  cent.  The  doses  specified 
were:  Fourteen  years  and  upwards,  1 
tablespoonful ;  infants  of  six  months,  half 
a  teaspoonful.  These  doses,  which  were 
recommended  to  be  taken  every  two,  three 
or  four  hours  according  to  circumstances, 
would  mean  that  anyone  of  fourteen  years 
or  over  would  be  taking  three-and-a-half 
times  the  maximum  medicinal  dose  of 
nitric  acid  in  every  spoonful,  and  that  an 
infant  would  be  getting  with  each  half 
teaspoonful  more  than  half  the  maximum 
medicinal  dose  for  an  adult.  A  digestive 
syrup  put  up  by  the  same  manufacturers 
contained  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  tincture 
of  capsicum,  aloes,  sugar,  etc.  The  sample 
was  correctly  described  but  the  proportions 
of  the  different  ingredients  were  not  stated. 
A  ten-hour  influenza  cure  contained  dilute 
nitro-hydrochloric  acid,  3-16  per  cent.; 
oil  of  eucalyptus,  0-09  per  cent. ;  spirit  of 
chloroform,  0-40  per  cent. ;  infusion  of 
quassia,  50  per  cent. ;  chloroform  water,  to 
100  per  cent.  The  report  stated:  "Apart 
from  the  possibility  of  a  faith  cure,  the 
composition  of  this  mixture  is  not  such  as 
would  justify  the  hopes  raised  in  sufferers 
from  influenza  on  reading  the  label." 

Lister  Memorial  Lecture. — The  first  Lister 
Memorial  lecture  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  was  given  at  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  on  November  9,  by  Professor 
Sir  Alexander  Fleming,  F.R.S.  (St.  Mary's 
Hospital,  Paddington),  Sir  John  Fraser 
(Principal  of  the  University)  presiding.  The 
speaker,  the  title  of  whose  lecture  was 
"Antiseptics,"  described  his  discovery  of 
penicillin  in  1929.  There  had  been  nothing 
in  the  literature  to  make  anyone  suspect 
that  a  substance  with  the  chemical  con- 
stitution of  penicillin  would  have  any  bac- 
tericidal value.  The  discovery  had  come  by 
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chance,  and  it  was  his  good  fortune  that 
the  chance  had  presented  itself  to  him.  The 
lapse  of  ten  years  between  his  discovery  of 
penicillin  and  its  preparation  in  a  con- 
centrated form  suitable  for  therapeutic 
trial  by  the  Oxford  workers  was  due  to  the 
difficulty  of  concentrating  and  purifying  it. 
This  was  a  chemical  problem;  he  himself 
was  a  bacteriologist.  It  seemed  unlikely 
that  there  would  ever  be  available  an  anti- 
septic that  would  affect  all  microbes  with- 
out being  poisonous  to  some  human  cells, 
but  it  would  be  necessary  to  secure  chem- 
icals covering  the  whole  range  of  microbic 
growth.    This  would  make  difficulties  for 


doctors,  who  would  have  to  pay  more 
attention  to  bacteriology  than  hitherto. 
Penicillin,  he  concluded,  was  not  perfect. 
For  one  thing  it  was  so  rapidly  destroyed 
in  the  stomach  that  it  could  not  be  given 
by  the  mouth.  There  was  scope  for  chem- 
ists to  synthesise  the  substance  and  then 
tinker  with  the  molecule  to  remedy  imper- 
fections. His  hearers,  members  of  the 
Chemical  Society, :  were  the  people  to  carry- 
on  the  work.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
lecturer  was  proposed  by  Professor  E.  K. 
Rideal,  F.R.S.  (president,  Society  of  Chem- 
ical Industry),  and  to  the  chairman  by  Dr. 
William  Cullen  (a  past-president). 


PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Prices  of  Sponges. — Blight  in  the 
Bahamas  fisheries  and  the  cutting-off  of 
supplies  from  the  Aegean  and  Greece  owing 
to  enemy  occupation  were  the  reasons  given 
on  November  7  by  Mr.  Peat  (Ministry  of 
Supply)  for  the  greatly  raised  prices  of 
sponges  to  importers.  He  hoped  that  the 
progress  of  the  war  would  ease  the  position. 

Toilet  Paper. — Sir  G.  Jeffreys  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Novem- 
ber 7  whether  he  was  aware  of  the  extreme 
shortage  of  toilet  paper  in  many  parts  of 
the  country,  and  that  many  shopkeepers 
were  compelled  to  ration  it  to  customers. 
Mr.  Dalton  announced,  in  reply,  that  the 
Minister  of  Production  had  increased  the 
allocation  of  material  to  the  manufacturers 
of  toilet  paper. 

Supplies  of  Herbs. — Mr.  Jackson  asked  the 
Minister  of  Food  on  November  7  if  he  had 
taken  steps  to  arrange  future  contracts  with 
growers  for  home  supplies  of  sage,  thyme 
and  marjoram.  Colonel  Llewellin  :  The 
Ministry  of  Food  does  not  itself  purchase 
herbs,  whether  home-produced  or  imported. 
Wholesalers  of  b,erbs  and  manufacturers 
who  use  them  in  their  products  will  no 
doubt  continue  to  make  contracts  with 
growers  themselves,  as  has  been  their 
custom  in  the  past. 

Supply  of  Rubber  Teats. — The  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  H.  Dalton) 
informed  a  questioner  on  October  31  that 
the  weekly  production  of  rubber  teats  had 
reached  double  the  average  for  July  and 
August,  and  was  still  increasing.  Larger 
supplies  were  now  reaching  the  shops,  and 
he  had  taken  steps,  in  consultation  with 
the  manufacturers  and  distributors,  to 
ensure  that  supplies  were  evenly  distri- 
buted over  the  country.    On  November  8, 


the  Minister  of  Supply  (Sir  A.  Duncan)  said 
that  releases  of  rubber  for  the  manufacture 
of  babies'  teats  had  recently  been  increased, 
and  would  bring  the  total  output  of  babies' 
teats  this  year  up  to  11,500,000,  against 
7,500,000  in  1943. 

Penicillin  in  the  Dominions. — The  Under- 
Secretary  of  State  for  Dominion  Affairs 
(Mr.  Emrys-Evans)  made  the  following 
statement  on  penicillin  production  in  tht 
Empire  on  November  3  : — 

Production  of  penicillin,  other  than  at  th< 
experimental  stage,  in  parts  of  the  Britisl 
Commonwealth  and  Empire  other  than  thi 
United   Kingdom,  is  at  present  confined  U 
Canada  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia 
There  are  two  Government  and  one  privately 
owned  plants  engaged  on  production  in  Canada 
and  the  output  of  all  these  is  used  exclusivel; 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  Canada's  armei 
forces.   Limited  quantities,  secured  from  com 
mercial  producers  in  the  United  States,  ar 
available  for  distribution  to  the  civilian  popuk 
tion,  and  are  sold  for  this  purpose  at  fixed  price 
to  hospitals  across  Canada.    Distribution  i 
under   the   direct   control   of   the  Chemic; 
Controller.   In  the  Commonwealth  of  Australi 
penicillin  is  produced  at  the  Commonwealt 
Serum    Laboratories.     Production    began  i 
January  of  this  year,  and  since  May  has  bee 
sufficient  to  cover  not  only  the  full  requiremen 
of  the  Commonwealth  armed  forces  but  also  1 
permit  of  distribution  to  the  civilian  populatic 
on  a  limited  but  increasing  scale.   It  is  hope 
soon  to  increase  production  still  further.  Tl 
Commonwealth  of  Australia  has  also  been  ab 
to   make   some   supplies    available    to  Ne 
Zealand,  where  there  is  at  present  no  loc 
production,    although    the    matter   is  und 
consideration.   Supplies  are  imported  into  t!  j 
Union  of  South  Africa  to  meet  the  requiremen 
of  the  armed  forces  and  very  limited  quantitiil 
for  civilian  use  have  recently  also  been  importeil 
from   which   a   quota  is   being   allocated  II

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


The  N.P.U.  Conferences 

The  completion  (p.  505)  of  your  report, 
)egun  in  the  previous  week's  issue,  of  the 
:onferences  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  on  October 
15  and  26  enables  us,  with  the  help  of  your 
ditorial  article  on  p.  509,  to  appreciate 
he  value  of  these  two  meetings  in  giving 
hape  to  the  intentions  of  pharmacists 
:oncerning  two  separate  yet  related  sub- 
ects,  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing 
ind  the  suggested  National  Health  Service. 
V  homely  maxim  counsels  us  to  be  off 
vith  an  old  love  before  we  are* on  with  a 
Lew;  it  is  therefore  satisfactory  to  read 
hat  the  subjects  of  your  report  were  dealt 
vith  seriatim.  In  this  case  the  old  love  is 
ikely  to  remain  an  attachment  for  a  con- 
iderable  period,  and  it  would  have  been 
>ad  policy  to  regard  it  as  a  temporary 
incumbrance  to  be  tolerated  on  any  terms 
>ending  the  advent  of  a  more  acceptable 
cheme  of  contracts.  When  the  first 
National  Health  Insurance  Act  came  into 
orce,  a  few  panel  chemists,  reasoning  from 
xperience  of  dispensing  for  local  doctors, 
vere  inclined  to  regard  the  new  type  of 
ontract  as  worth  something  to  them  by 
vay  of  advertisement.  If  that  had  been  a 
lound  view,  the  service  could  have  been 
jarried  on  indefinitely  without  a  profit  or 
ven  at  a  slight  loss.  But  the  view  was 
msound :  there  is  a  manifest  difference 
>etween  dispensing  for  a  medical  prac- 
itioner  who  as  a  matter  of  course  sends  his 
>atients  to  one  pharmacy  and  dispensing 
>y  contract  prescriptions  that  can  be 
•resented  in  any  pharmacy. 

nvalid  Diets 

The  excellent  address  of  Miss  Rose 
iimmonds  reported  on  pp.  506-07  is 
ikely  to  be  kept  for  reference  by  many  of 
our  readers,  as  the  feeding  of  invalids  is 

topic  on  which  questions  are  asked  in 
harmacies.  On  reading  those  pages  my 
houghts  went  back  to  a  monograph  by 
)r.  M.  Mitman,  abstracted  from  the  "Prac- 
Ltioner"  in  your  issue  of  February  12, 
938.  Though  relating  primarily  to  dieting 
l  cases  of  fever,  that  article  is  relevant 
)r  the  particulars  with  which  it  supple- 
lents  the  contents  of  the  address  alluded 
3.  Dr.  Mitman  points  out  that  toxaemia 
l  fevers  is  usually  accompanied  by  anor- 
xia  and  nausea — an  observation  of  wider 
:ope.  If  the  acute  stage  of  a  fever  is  brief, 
ttle  harm  may  result  from  lowered  toler- 
nce  of  food ;  but  there  is  a  risk  of  starva- 


tion if  this  condition  persists.  A  correct 
diet  should  appeal  to  the  patient's  palate, 
tax  the  organs  of  digestion,  assimilation 
and  excretion  as  little  as  possible,  provide 
the  energy  for  the  greater  metabolic  rate 
and  for  the  repair  of  damage,  and,  where 
possible,  favour  the  elimination  of  waste 
products.  The  three  stages  in  feeding  are 
cited  as:  (1)  The  onset  diet;  (2)  the  con- 
tinuation diet;  (3)  the  recovery  diet. 
Special  diets  are  also  mentioned.  A  point 
worth  remembering  is  that  "acidity" 
accompanies  pyrexial  conditions :  articles 
of  diet  in  these  conditions  should,  conse- 
quently, leave  an  alkaline  residue  on 
"combustion." 

The  Original  Four 

The  four  elements  recognised  in  systems 
of  philosophy  from  ancient  times  till  the 
rise  of  modern  science  are  discussed  with 
scholarly  insight  in  a  section  of  Dr.  E.  M.  W. 
Tillyard's  recent  book  "The  Elizabethan 
World  Picture."  Literary  criticism  is 
increasingly  investigating  the  meanings  of 
works  of  art  for  those  to  whom  their  first 
appeal  was  made ;  and  Dr.  Tillyard  sketches, 
with  a  sufficiency  of  quotation  yet  without 
"padding,"  the  intellectual  background  of 
educated  Elizabethans.  The  four  elements 
(earth,  water,  air,  fire)  were,  he  writes, 
regarded  as  "primarily  certain  qualities 
attributable  to  all  matter,"  and  were 
"founded  on  the  notions  of  hot  and  cold, 
dry  and  moist."  Earth  (cold  and  dry)  was 
the  heaviest  and  lowest  element;  above 
it  came,  in  ascending  order,  water  (cold  and 
moist),  air  (hot  and  moist)  and  fire  (hot 
and  dry).  In  their  operation,  the  elements 
of  qualities  were  held  to  be  "mixed  in 
infinitely  varied  proportion,"  and  to  be 
perpetually  in  conflict  with  each  other. 
The  best  and  most  lasting  results  came 
from  a  correct  balance.  "Frost  and  dew, 
rauibows  and  meteors,  are  evanescent 
because  the  compound  is  imperfect.  But 
in  oak  or  in  a  diamond  the  compound  is 
much  better.  .  .  ."  This  conception  being 
fundamental,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  idea 
of  the  transmutation  of  metals  presented 
less  difficulty  to  the  Elizabethan  mind  than 
to  the  Victorian.  The  four  elements  were 
"basic  to  the  study  of  alchemy."  Briefly 
glancing  at  this  topic,  the  author  remarks 
that  gold  was,  alchemically,  "a  mixture  of 
the  elements  in  a  perfect  proportion,"  and 
aurum  potabile  was  "the  link  between  the 
perfect  metal  and  perfect  health  in  the 

patient."  Xrayser 
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In  Possession  of  Opium. — At  Liverpool 
police  court,  recently,  Shun  Gee  Yui, 
ship's  fireman,  Liverpool,  was  fined  £40  for 
being  in  .possession  of  prepared  opium  and 
smoking  utensils.  It  was  stated  that  Yui 
was  a  drug  addict,  and  was  believed  by  the 
police  to  be  an  agent  in  opium  traffic.  He 
had  £78  when  arrested.  Yui  was  recom- 
mended by  the  presiding  magistrate  for 
deportation. 

Alleged  Perfume  Smuggling. — At  Mary- 
lebone,  London,  police  court,  recently, 
Isadore  Thomas  Morris,  a  paratrooper,  was 
fined  ^500  or  three  months'  imprisonment 
for  fraudulently  attempting  evasion  of 
duties  on  perfumes  and  cosmetics  worth 
hundreds  of  pounds,  alleged  to  have  been 
smuggled  into  this  country  from  Belgium, 
and  Sergeant  Joe  Varley  was  fined  ^50  for 
harbouring  uncustomed  goods  with  intent 
to  defraud  the  Customs.  Morris  was  stated 
to  have  smuggled  the  merchandise  into  this 
country  by  R.A.F.  aeroplane. 

Prescriptions  by  Unregistered  Man. — At 

Burnham-on-Sea  petty  sessions,  recently, 
William  Hugh  Rankin,  Bexley  Heath, 
Kent,  was  fined  £20  and  costs  for  falsely 
taking  the  titles  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine 
and  Bachelor  of  Surgery.  Evidence  was 
given  that  defendant  gave  the  manager  of 
a  chemist's  shop  in  Burnham  two  prescrip- 
tions for  Schedule  4  tablets.  The  letters 
after  Rankin's  signature  purported  to  indi- 
cate that  he  was  a  physician  and  surgeon, 
and  the  signature  was  followed  by  a  Harley 
Street,  London,  address.  For  the  defence 
it  was  stated  that  Rankin  was  a  doctor  of 
medicine  at  Columbia  University,  Cali- 
fornia, U.S.A.,  but  was  not  registered  in 
England.  At  present  he  was  taking  a 
medical  course  at  a  post-graduate  medical 
school. 

Deficient  Baking  Powder. — Prosecuted 
under  the  Food  Standards  (Baking  Powder, 
etc.)  Order,  1944,  for  selling  baking  powder 
not  up  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  regula- 
tion, Waller  &  Riley,  Ltd.,  Bradshawgate, 
Bolton,  were  fined  £10,  plus  10s.  6d. 
analyst's  fee,  at  the  local  -police  court  on 
November  9.  The  Corporation  assistant- 
solicitor  said  a  sample  purchased  was  certi- 
fied to  contain  3-83  and  5-01  per  cent, 
respectively  of  available  and  residual  car- 
bon dioxide,  against  8  per  cent,  (minimum) 
and  1 -5  per  cent,  (maximum),  the  correct 
amounts.  The  allegation  was  refuted  by 
the  defence,  who  stated  that,  through  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  a  portion  of  the 


sample  was  sent  for  analysis  by  the  publi 
analyst  of  Devon,  who  certified  it  to  con 
tain  6-2  per  cent,  available  and  3  per  cen1 
residual  carbon  dioxide.  Even  so,  there  wa 
an  offence,  but  the  figures  did  not  warran 
the  allegation  that  it  was  a  bad  case  c 
adulteration.  It  was  well  known  tha 
baking  powder  underwent  deterioratior 
and  that  was  the  explanation. 

Unrecorded  Poison  Sale. — At  the  Guile 

hall  Justice  Room,  London,  E.C.,  recenth; 
Hays  City  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Old  Broa 
Street,  were  summoned  at  the  instigatio 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  havinj 
on  June  13,  sold  by  retail  a  poison  (ally 
isopropylacetylurea)  in  Sedormid  tablet; 
in  a  container  not  labelled  in  the  prescribe 
manner;  for  selling  the  poison  to  an  ui 
authorised  person  or  one  who  was  nc 
known  by  the  defendants  or  some  othe 
pharmacist  to  be  a  person  to  whom  tt 
poison  might  properly  be.  sold;  and  f( 
failing  to  make  the  prescribed  recon 
The  company  pleaded  guilty.  Evidenc 
was  given  that  a  lady  inspector  of  tt 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  served  wit 
the  tablets  by  a  boy  of  sixteen.  Mr.  Ro 
Austin  Smith  (the  company's  secretary 
was  in  the  shop  at  the  time,  and  he  said  1 
her,  "You  really  should  have  a  prescri] 
tion."  When  the  tablets  had  been  hande 
over  and  paid  for,  he  said  "You  should  sig 
the  poisons  book."  That  was  how  tl 
matter  was  left.  When  interviewed .  late 
Mr,  Smith  frankly  admitted  the  facts  ar 
expressed  his  regret  that  after  a  long  caret 
he  had  thus  offended  for  the  first  tim 
He  had  given  the  Society  every  assistanc 
and  had  not  put  them  to  the  expense  < 
calling  an  analyst.  It  was  clear,  howeve 
that  Mr.  Smith  was  well  aware  of  his  leg 
obligations,  and  it  was  felt  that  the  matt 
was  serious.  A  fine  of  ^5,  with  £2  2s.  cost 
was  imposed  on  each  summons  (tots 
£21  6s.),

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CONFERENCE  OF  BRANCH  REPRESENTATIVES 


.  conference  of  branch  representatives  of 
le  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
ritain  was  held  in  London  on  November  2, 
>  consider  the  White  Paper  on  a  National 
[ealth  Service  in  its  bearing  on  pharmacy, 
he  following  is  a  summary  of  what  the 
resident  (Mr.  F.  G.  Wells)  said  in  his 
itroduction:  I  am  inviting  you  at  this 
jssion  to  discuss  the  memorandum  which 
le  Joint  Committee  has  drafted.  In  the 
ght  of  your  discussion — and  I  hope 
pproval — the  Joint  Committee  will  prepare 
statement  for  presentation  to  the  Ministry 
f  Health  and  Secretary  of  State  for  Scot- 
md.  After  we  have  your  approval  of  the 
lemorandum,  we  shall,  of  course,  seek  the 
iews  of  the  national  pharmaceutical 
rganisations  not  actually  represented  on 
tie  Joint  Committee. 

cope  of  the  Memorandum 

You  will  see  that  the  memorandum  is 
fcinfmed  to  organisation.  It  does  not  deal 
kith  the  details,  nor  with  the  financial 
rrangements.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
fie  White  Paper  proposals  will  be  worked 
ut  in  two  stages,  the  first  being  the  Act 
f  Parliament,  which  will  deal  with  the 
ort  of  .  things  in  the  memorandum.  Sub- 
equently  the  details  will  be  worked  out  in 
Regulations.  We  may  have  to  give  some 
eneral  indication  of  our  views  on  remunera- 
ion  when  we  approach  the  Ministries, 
ut  we  have  deliberately  refrained  from 
itroducing  financial  detail  at  this  stage. 
Ve  have  first  to  consider  our  attitude  to  the 
cheme  as  a  whole.  Are  we  for  it  or  against 
L?  I  believe  that  we  can  give  only  one 
nswer — that  such  a  scheme  has  been 
eeded  for  many  years.  The  next  question 
5  perhaps  more  controversial.  Shall  the 
iroad  basis  of  the  scheme  be  through 
ontracts  with  independent  individuals  and 
istitutions,  or  shall  it  be  designed  to  secure, 
fter  an  interim  period,  that  those  who  give 
tie  services  shall  be  salaried  servants  of  the 
tate  or  of  local  authorities,  with  the 
istitutions  publicly  owned?  I  hope  your 
nswer  will  be :  On  a  basis  of  contracts. 

The  next  point  of  principle  arises  from 
tie  Government's  decision  to  do  away  with 
lie  Insurance  Committee  system.  If  the 
nsurance  Committee  goes,  there  is  no  peg 
n  which  to  hang  the  local  pharmaceutical 
srvice.  With  whom  are  the  chemists  to 
lake  their  contracts?  There  are  three 
ossibilities.  They  can  contract  direct  with 
tie  Ministry  df  Health.  They  can  contract 
dth  the  Borough  or  County  Council.  Or 


the  precedent  established  for  the  doctors 
can  be  followed  and  a  special  body  set  up 
for  the  purpose.  The  Joint  Committee 
favours  the  last  course. 

We  propose  that  there  shall  be  two 
Central  Pharmacy  Boards  (one  for  Scot- 
land), predominantly  pharmaceutical  in 
composition,  with  local  pharmacy  boards 
at  the  level  of  the  counties  and  the  boroughs. 
The  Board  will  be  the  body  with  which 
chemists  will  be  in  contractual  relationship, 
and  it  will  act  as  the  advisory  body  to  the 
Ministry  on  the  pharmaceutical  service. 
The  majority  of  its  members  must  be 
pharmacists  by  virtue  of  the  work  the 
Board  has  to  do.  Of  the  pharmacist  mem- 
bers', a  majority  must  be  contractors  under 
the  scheme.  Only  in  this  way  can  the  Board 
have  the  confidence  of  the  men  with  whom 
it  has  to  work  and  be  fortified  with  practical 
experience.  It  remains  to  ensure  that  the 
Board  has  the  confidence  of  the  Minister. 
If  the  members  are  elected,  they  more 
nearly  represent  the  views  of  the  contractors 
but  are  for  that  reason  less  likely  to  be 
effective  in  making  representations  to  the 
Minister.  If  they  owe  their  appointment  to 
the  Minister,  the  threat  of  resignation  is  a 
potent  one.  I  suggest  that  the  proposals 
for  a  Central  Medical  Board  offer  a  solution 
applicable  to  pharmacy.  Members  would  be 
appointed  by  the  Minister,  subject  to  (a) 
a  majority  being  pharmacists,  and  (b)  a 
majority  of  those  pharmacists  being  con- 
tractors or  representatives  of  contractors 
under  the  scheme,  chosen  after  consultation. 

Principle  of  Limitation 

There  is  one  last  matter  of  principle  to 
which  I  must  direct  your  attention.  It  may 
well  be  that  the  amount  of  national  dis- 
pensing will  be  doubled.  This  will  call  for 
extensions  of  dispensaries  and  the  engage- 
ment of  additional  staff.  In  other  words, 
many  chemists  will  be  investing  capital  in 
making  provision  to  meet  their  obligations 
under  the  scheme.  What  guarantee  is  there 
that,  when  they  have  done  this,  their 
efforts  may  not  be  rendered  worthless  by 
new  pharmacies  being  opened  or  by  a 
zealous  local  authority  starting  public 
dispensaries  ?  With  this  danger  in  mind  the 
Joint  Committee  has  tentatively  proposed 
that  the  Central  Pharmacy  Board,  acting, 
we  may  presume,  on  the  advice  of  the  local 
boards,  should  have  the  right  to  decide 
whether  a  new  dispensing  centre  should 
come  into  the  scheme.  Maintenance  of  the 
standard  of  the  service  may  justify  what  is 
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a  new  principle  in  pharmacy  in  Great 
Britain.  Against  this,  a  pharmacist  who 
has  established  a  prosperous  business  and 
wants  to  extend  his  activities  will  be 
unable  to  do  so  without  permission.  A  more 
serious  objection  is  that  individuals  and 
companies  will  expand  by  purchase  instead 
of  by  opening  new  businesses.  Businesses 
"on  the  panel"  will  have  an  enhanced 
value,  and  will  be  purchased  by  those  with 
the  largest  resources. 

.  The  President  then  gave  a  summary  of 
the  functions  of  the  four  pharmaceutical 
bodies  proposed  under  the  scheme,  and 
concluded  by  moving  "That  this  meeting 
of  branch  representatives  approves  the 
outline  prepared  by  the  Joint  Committee 
as  the  general  basis  of  the  organisation  of 
the  pharmaceutical  section  of  a  National 
Medical  Service." 

A  Paper  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson,  M.P.S. 

Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  (president,  Brighton 
and  Hove  Association  of  Pharmacy)  next 
contributed  a  paper  of  "Introductory 
Remarks,"  in  the  course  of  which  he  said: 
There  are  amongst  us  many  who  are  of 
opinion  that  pharmacists  have,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Act,  satisfactorily  provided  services  that 
might  be  considered  all  that  a  National 
Health  Service  could  require.  Others  hold 
equallv  strong  views  that  in  a  comprehen- 
sive plan  the  individual  pharmacy  has  no 
part.  I  share  the  view  that  the  existing 
services  can  be  co-ordinated  and  progres- 
sively developed.  I  do  not  consider  there 
can  be  any  question  as  to  the  ability  of  the 
individual  pharmacy  to  provide  an  adequate 
pharmaceutical  service.  Can  we  satisfy  the 
Minister  that  we  are  prepared  to  provide 
this  service  ? 

What  Local  Authorities  Could  Do 

It  would  be  well  to  consider  what  alterna- 
tive might  be  provided  by  local  or  othfcr 
authorities  through  the  medium  of  the 
hospitals,  clinics,  health  centres  and  joint 
surgeries.  Serious  consideration  must  be 
given  to  the  highly  comprehensive  service 
which  might  be  provided  at  large  health 
centres.  Let  us  consider  the  comprehensive 
service  which  might  be  required  by  one  of 
these  larger  centres  : — 

1.  Maintenance  of  a  comprehensive  stock  of 
drugs,  dressings,  medicaments, 'therapeutic  and 
biological  products,  including  vaccines,  diag- 
nostic and  therapeutic  sera,  etc.,  under  condi- 
tions that  guarantee  their  efficacy. 

2.  Facilities  to  compound  or  prepare  ex- 
temporaneously any  medicament  that  might 
be  required. 


3.  Facilities  to  sterilise  medicaments,  dress- 
sings  and  apparatus  irrespective  of  what  process 
of  sterlisation  is  necessary. 

4.  Facilities  to  apply  bacteriological  tests 
to  determine  that  sterilisation  has  been  satis- 
factorily accomplished. 

5.  Provision  of  fine  chemicals,  reagents 
stains,  culture  media  and  such  other  substances 
and  equipment  as  might  be  required  by  the 
medical  staff  for  diagnostic  purposes,  togethei 
with  the  ability  to  provide  technical  assistance. 

6.  Provision  and  maintenance  of  medical  anc 
surgical  equipment,  instruments  and  apparatu! 
for  medical  staffs. 

7.  Provision  of  resuscitation  apparatus 
oxygen-therapy  equipment,  anaesthetic  appara 
tus  and  medical  gases,  for  use  at  the  centre  o 
at  the  homes  of  patients. 

8.  Provision  and  maintenance  of  equipmen 
for  the  treatment  of  acute  or  chronic  cases  ii 
their  own  homes. 

9.  Supply,  fitting,  correction,  and  mainten 
ance  of  medical  and  surgical  appliances. 

10.  Facilities  for  delivery  within  the  area. 

11.  Aid  given  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

12.  Ability  to  maintain  all  these  service 
continuously  day  and  night. 

Requirements  of  Smaller  Centres 

These  facilities  could  only  be  expecte 
or  required  at  a  centre  providing  service 
for  a  number  of  smaller  centres;  tb 
requirements  of  the  latter  would  probabl 
be  covered  by  an  efficient  dispensing  servic 
during  routine  hours  only  (if  the  provisio 
of  any  service  was  necessary).  Can  th 
individual  pharmacy,  with  the  existin 
facilities  it  possesses,  provide  such  a  service 
I  do  not  hesitate  to  answer  "Yes."  Not  a 
individual  pharmacies  provide  all  the; 
amenities,  nor  are  they  expected  to  do  s< 
In  some  districts  all  the  facilities  for  th 
comprehensive  service  have  been  availab 
within  one  organisation ;  in  others,  sever, 
different  establishments  have  each  coi 
tributed  their  quota. 

Co-ordinating  Facilities 

If  individual  pharmacies  are  to  provic 
such  a  highly  comprehensive  service  und 
the  new  National  Health  Service,  it  wou 
seem  rational  to  co-ordinate  the  faciliti 
which  they  possess  into  a  local  and  ar< 
plan,  and  for  this  purpose  the  Joii 
Authority  Areas  might  be  subdivided  in 
pharmaceutical  areas  by  an  appropria 
authority.  In  areas  where  no  compr 
hensive  service  exists,  pharmacists  shou 
be  invited  to  make  the  necessary  provisio 
and  only  in  districts  where  no  such  pr 
vision  can  be  made  should  the  Area  Heal 
Centre  become  the  area  pharmacy,  or  t 
local  health  centre  the  local  pharmacy.

ost  of  Health  Centres 

In  a  town  of,  say,  50,000  people,  one 
)uld  expect  not  less  than  250,000  pre- 
option items  a  year.  If  a  National 
ervice  were  set  up  to  cover  the  needs  of 
le  entire  population,  I  cannot  imagine  that 

satisfactory  service  could  be  given  unless 
t  least  five  centres  for  dispensing  were 
;t  up.  Seventeen  pharmacists  would  be 
squired  with  a  superintendent  who  would 
e  the  officer  responsible.  At  the  present 
ites  advocated  by  the  Guild  of  Public 
harmacists,  the  wages  of  these  would 
mount  to  ^6,700.  Add  to  that  six  porters, 
ne  or  two  secretaries,  overtime,  cost  of 
ving  bonus,  and  overhead  expenses,  and 
ou  will  soon  get  to  a  figure  of  ^10,000. 
or  the  same  250,000  prescriptions  we  are 
aid  to-day  at  an  average  of  sixpence  each — 
6,250 — an  immediate  justification  for 
jquiring  a  fee  of  iod.  per  prescription.  I 
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am  sure  that  this  would  not  cover  all  types 
of  business.  It  would  not  be  good  enough 
for  'the  man  who  gives  a  complete  service 
by  his  ability  to  supply  almost  all  patients' 
requirements  from  stock.  For  example,  it 
would  serve  for  a  phial  or  even  two  of 
20-unit  insulin,  but  for  a  month's  supply  of, 
say,  six  400-unit  packs  it  would  be  quite 
out  of  the  question.  I  can  think  of  no 
scheme  based  solely  on  dispensing  fees  that 
would  be  satisfactory,  and  the  cost  of 
medicaments  should  be  considered.  The 
sale  of  the  ingredients  at  a  profit  would 
compensate  for  stocking  expensive  ingredi- 
ents and  the  dispensing  of  greater  numbers 
of  doses  than  the  usual  sixteen.  At  present 
N.H.I,  rates,  a  pharmacist  dispenser  is 
limited  to  a  gross  income  of  about  ^350  a 
year.  If  an  employee,  he  would  have  to 
receive  less.  He  would  be  satisfied  with  this 
for  a  few  years  after  qualifying,  but 
pharmacy  has  lost  so  many  good  men  to 
other  trades  and  professions  that  I  think 
it  is  time  we  made  an  effort  to  keep  them 
in  retail  pharmacy. 

Working  Week 

To  give  a  service  acceptable  to  the 
authorities  we  shall  have  to  combine 
forces  or  rearrange  working  hours,  for  we 
can  be  quite  certain  that  a  44-hour  week 
will  be  the  most  we  can  expect  from  an 
assistant,  during  which  time  he  will  have  to 
earn  his  salary  and  leave  a  profit.

Balance-sheet  of  Health 

summarised  report  of  the  Ministry  of 
?alth  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1944, 
ssented  to  Parliament  on  November  9, 
res  a  reassuring  account  of  the  health  of 
e  nation  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  war.  New 
v  records  were,  reached  not  only  for 
iternal,  infant  and  neo-natal  mortality, 
d  for  still-births,  but  also  for  the  death- 
tes  of  children  between  one  and  ten  years 
age.  At  ages  ten  to  fifteen  the  rate  was 
ual  to  the  low  record  of  1939.  "  The 
mdardised  death-rates  were  slightly  above 
e  record  low  figures  of  1942,  a  result  of 
e  influenza  epidemic  which  caused  in- 
eases  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year, 
^en  so,  many  diseases  showed  mortalities, 

all  ages,  which  were  the  lowest  ever 
corded.  Deaths  from  diphtheria  (1,370/ 
lainly  in  children)  fell  to  a  new  low  level, 
id  the  substantial  reduction  in  typhoid 
ver  (41  per  cent,  for  males  and  32  per  cent, 
r  females)  since  1939  speaks  well  for  the 
cal  services  of  health,  water  and  sanitary 
[gineering.  An  increase  in  early  syphilis 
§  139  per  cent,  of  the  1939  figure  must 
aise  serious  concern,  and  deaths  from 
tberculosis  (25,649)  were  100  more  than 

1943  and  110  in  excess  of  the  low  record 


of  1938.  During  the  year  1,039,492  children 
were  immunised  against  diphtheria  by  the 
local  authorities,  and  at  the  end  of  1943 
about  56  per  cent,  of  the  child  population 
had  been  protected.  Cancer  still  takes  a 
heavy  toll:  72,155  deaths  in  1943  against 
70,419  in  the  previous  year. 

The  F  Factor  in  Dental  Caries 

Earlier  in  the  year  (C.  &>  D.,  April  22, 
p.  244)  we  rather  took  the  "British  Medical 
Journal"  to  task  for  advocating  a  form  of 
dental  dictatorship  that  would  compel  the 
manufacturers  of  dentifrices  to  include  a 
proportion  of  fluorine  in  their  preparations. 
It  was  the  practicability  of  the  proposal 
that  we  then  called  in  question. 

A  contribution  by  Weaver  to  the  October 
6  issue  of  the  "British  Dental  Journal" 
(p.  185)  suggests  a  further  reason  for  caution 
in  this  matter.  In  a  series  of  experiments 
carried  out  in  .North  Shields,  where  the 
water  has  a  fluorine  content  of  less  than 
0-25  part  per  million,  and  South  Shields, 
where  the  content  is  1-4  parts  per  million, 
the  author  set  himself  to  answer  three 
questions,  viz. : — 

1.  How  does  the  health  of  the  South 
Shields  population  compare  with  that  of 
North  Shields? 

2.  Does  F  (the  caries-inhibiting  factor, 
which  has  hot  yet  been  conclusively  identi- 
fied with  fluorine)  actually  prevent  dental 
caries  ? 

3.  Does  F  produce  its  caries-inhibiting 
effect  by  exerting  its  influence  only  during 
the  pre-eruptive  life  of  the  teeth  or  only 
during  their  post-eruptive  life  ? 

Previously  the  author  had  found  an 
average  of  2-4  decayed,  missing  and  filled 
permanent  teeth  in  twelve-year-old  children 
in  South  Shields,  against  an  average  of  4C3 
in  North  Shields.  The  present  experiments 
involved  800  children  who  "immigrated 
into  an  F  area,"  and  800  natives  of  the  same 
area.  The  total  is  thus  by  no  means 
negligible,  although  a  warning  is  given 
against  supposing  that  any  inferences  from 
the  figures  maybe  taken  as  proofs.  What 
the  evidence  tended  to  show  was  that  the 
F  factor  is  caries-postponing  rather  than 
caries-preventing,  for  examination  of  older 
children  and  mothers  in  the  two  localities 
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indicated  that  after  five  years  there  was 
little  to  choose  between  the  two  groups, 
although  individual  variations  might  be 
wide.  No  evidence  was  found  to  support 
any  suggestion  that  the  health  in  South 
Shields  was  better  than  in  North  Shields. 

As  to  the  third  question,  the  results 
appeared  to  indicate"  that  the  protection 
afforded  to  the  teeth  by  F  was  obtained 
either  during  a  brief  period  before  eruption 
or  during  a  brief  period  after  eruption. 
Discussing  these  alternatives,  Weaver  writes 
that  if  F  exerts  its  effect  before  eruption,  it 
is  effective  only  during  a  late  stage  of  the 
pre-eruptive  period ;  if  it  is  not  applied 
later  the  caries  incidence  is  not  affected.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  caries-postponing 
factor  is  exerted  after  eruption,  it  can  only 
be  during  a  very  early  stage  in  the  post- 
eruptive  period.  The  first  possibility  he 
regards  as  acceptable,  the  second  as  being 
difficult  to  accept,  so  that  the  balance  of 
evidence  is  in  favour  of  the  view  that  the 
influence  of  F  is  exerted  on  the  teeth  during 
the  pre-eruptive  period.  The  bearing  of  this 
finding  on  the  suggestion  that  fluorides 
should  be  added  to  dentifrices  is  obvious, 
though  the  author  would  doubtless  be  the 
first  to  admit  that  considerable  further 
experiment  is  necessary. 

Sharing  Factories 

Proposals  to  build  blocks  of  "communal" 
factory  buildings  are  made  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories 
(Cmd.  6563,  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
is.),  recently  issued.  The  plan  is  to  provide 
well-designed  rooms,  having  good  factory 
amenities,  and  capable  of  being  let  to 
the  smaller  types  of  manufacturers,  who, 
in  the  past,  have  been  driven  by  economic 
necessity  into  dilapidated  domestic  prop- 
erty unsuitable  for  factory  purposes.  "It 
may  well  be,"  states  Sir  Wilfred  Garrett, 
the  Chief  Inspector,  "that  such  blocks, 
devoted  to  the  cleaner  types  of  trade,  may 
go  some  way  towards  easing  the  transport 
problem  of  our  large  industrial  towns,  as 
well  as  solving  problems,  not  only  of  those 
trades  which  have  in  the  past  been  kept 
back  economically  and  in  welfare  stand- 
ards through  bad  premises,  but  those  also 
of  modern  trades  in  light  engineering 
components  and  the  like."    The  amenities 
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which  it  is  proposed  to  provide  for  eac 
tenant  include  power,  light  and  heal 
up-to-date  washing  and  sanitary  facilitie: 
and,  on  the  top  floor,  a  communal  cantee 
for  workers  with,  possibly,  even  a  roc 
garden.  Occupiers  will  have  the  advantage 
of  a  modern  layout  with  hoists  and  laboui 
saving  machinery. 

Reference  to  "the  cleaner  types  c 
trade"  seems  to  point  a  finger  at  the  dru 
and  cosmetics  industries,  but  there  an 
in  this  group,  certain  handicaps  whic 
have  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  Fc 
example,  highly  perfumed  articles  ha\ 
usually  to  be  kept  away  from  other  mam 
factured  goods,  and  especially  from  foqc 
stuffs  or  articles  of  a  similar  character.  S 
far  as  our  knowledge  goes,  the  drug  an 
cosmetic  industries  have  not  been  amon 
those  given  to  acquiring  "dilapidate 
domestic  property."  On  the  contrary,  sou 
of  the  most  modern  factories  have  bee 
erected  by  manufacturers  in  the  manufai 
turing  trades  associated  with  drugs,  chen 
icals  and  essential  oils.  There  are,  no  doub 
ancillary  industries  such  as  the  manufai 
ture  of  smallwares  and  sundries,  to  whic 
the  proposal  to  occupy  one  of  the  ' '  servit 
flats"  of  industry  will  appeal,  and  the  idc- 
is  certainly  worth  investigating  by  a 
small  manufacturers,  and  especially  by  an 
who,  under  industrial  concentration,  ha'v 
sacrificed  the  premises  they  occupied  pri< 
to  the  outbreak  of  war. 

Epitaph  on  Patulin 

In  an  editorial  comment  which  sets  tt 
seal,  as  it  were,  on  the  demise  of  what  ha 
been  hailed  as  the  long-awaited  panace 
for  the  common  cold,  the  "British  Medic; 
Journal"  (November  4,  p.  803)  writes 
"There  seems  to  be  no  further  need  1 
study  patulin  for  its  own  sake,  but  if  furthf 
study  could  throw  any  light  on  this  di: 
crepancy  (between  the  results  of  the  origin! 
and  subsequent  trials),  it  might  expunge 
disturbing  question-mark  from  our  recorc 
of  this  form  of  investigation."  In  humbl 
appointing  ourselves  to  the  honorary  offic 
of  pall-bearer,  may  we  enter  a  caveat  the 
the  corpse  be  not  cremated.

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EDIBLE  VEGETABLE  OIL  CROPS

ops  from  which  edible  vegetable  oils  are 
tained  are  cottonseed,  olive,  coconut, 
mndnut,  sesame,  palm-nut,  maize,  flax- 
d,  sunflower,  soya  bean,  safflower  and 
>e;  vegetable  oils  for  other  purposes  are 
tained,  of  course,  from  most  of  the  above, 
well  as  from  tung  seed,  oiticica,  linseed, 
.  The  value  of  an  oil  depends  largely  on 
constitution  and  the  purpose  for  which 
s  required.  Its  suitability  for  a  particular 
rpose  depends  again  on  its  titre  or 
idifying  point,  especially  in  those  vege- 
ile  oils  which  are  used  for  the  manufac- 
e  of  margarines  or  vegetable  lards,  which 
>bably  constitutes  the  greatest  outlet  for 
|  edible  vegetable  oils.  The  consumption 
margarine  has  increased,  particularly  in 
stern  Europe  and  the  United  States, 
th  as  a  substitute  for  butter  and  for 
Dking  purposes.  In  many  countries, 
tably  on  the  Continent,  the  use  of  oil 
domestic  culinary  purposes  has  fre- 
ently  taken  the  place  of  butter,  while  the 


demand  for  oil  for  fish  frying  and  similar 
commercial  purposes  is  greatly  on  the  in- 
crease. 

Shortage  of  Dairy  Produce 

That  the  demand  for  margarines  will 
increase  still  further  is  inevitable  in  view 
of  the  shortage  of  dairy  cattle,  which  is 
estimated  at  2,000,000  in  Britain  and 
probably  over  25,000,000  in  Europe;  these 
figures  are  based  only  on  the  amount  of 
milk  required  to  give  adequate  health 
without  considering  the  demand  for  butter 
and  other  dairy  products.  The  demand 
for  frying  oil  in  the  fish  trade  in  Britain  can 
be  assessed  by  reference  to  the  fact  that 
consumption  in  the  city  of  Leicester  alone 
amounts  to  some  9  tons  per  month. 

All  vegetable  oils  are  compounds  of  the 
glycerides  of  several  fatty  acids.  These 
regulate  the  melting  point  of  a  particular 
oil,  whilst  the  combination  of  such  gly- 
cerides determines  the  peculiarities  of  the

•e  grown  mainly  for  internal  consumption  are  not  shown.  The  map  indications  for  enemy-occupied  territories 
jfer  to  their  pre-war  status  as  producers.    Certain  countries  have  only  recently  become  important  producers. 
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product.  There  is  no  need  here  to  enter 
into  the  glyceride  composition  of  the  oils 
produced  from  the  crops  mentioned  above, 
as  these  can  be  read  in  any. text-book  on 
the  subject.  A  few  remarks  on  the  parti- 
cular oils  resulting  from  the  above  crops 
may,  however,  be  of  interest. 

Chiefly  Edible  Oils 

Coconut. — This  is  used  largely  for 
margarines  and  also  in  the  manufacture 
of  chocolates,  and  is  frequently  sold  as 
vegetable  butter.  It  was  chiefly  a  product 
of  the  Far  East.  The  residues,  after  oil 
extraction,  formed  a  valuable  cattle- 
feeding  cake.  Titre :  about  230  C. 

Maize.— Maize  oil  was  formerly  com- 
paratively little  used  for  edible  purposes, 
but  has  been  more  in  favour  during  the 
present  war.  Maize,  of  course,  is  largely 
a  product  of  the  hotter  climates,  notably 
Argentine,  southern  United  States,  and 
South  Africa,  but  of  recent  years  the  crop 
has  been  extended  to  more  temperate 
countries  and  the  "flint"  or  "cob"  maizes 
are  being  largely  grown  in  Canada  and 
seem  to  promise  well  in  Britain.  Titre : 
17°  C  -  •»  , 

Cottonseed. — Expressed  from  the  seeds 
of  various  species  of  trie  cotton  tree,  growing 
in  America,  Egypt,  Brazil,  British  East 
Africa  and  India,  refined  cottonseed  oil  is 
used  for  vegetable  lards,  and  is  also  an 
inferior  culinary  and  canning  oil.  Titre : 
330  C.  The  solid  residue  obtained  from 
refined  cottonseed  oil  is  known  as  cotton- 
seed stearin,  and  is  used  for  artificial 
butters.  Titre :  380  C. 

Olive. — Obtained  by  expression  of  the 
fruit  of  the  olive  tree,  olive  oil  is  one  of  the 
highest-grade  vegetable  oils  for  salad,  cook- 
ing and  canning  purposes.  The  quality  of 
the  oil  formerly  obtained  from  the  coun- 
tries bordering  the  Mediterranean,  chiefly 
Spain  and  Italy,  varied  considerably  but 
a  typical  high-class  oil  had  a  titre  of  210  C. 
Its  comparatively  high  setting-point  was  a 
disadvantage  in  some  cases.  Olive  oil  is 
also  valuable  for  medicinal  purposes. 

Peanut  or  Arachis. — Arachis  oil  is 
largely  used  in  margarines  to  reduce  the 
firmness  caused  by  the  incorporation  of 
animal  fats.  Its  titre  is  24°  C.  Produced  in 
North  America,  India  and  West  Africa, 
the  oil  was  frequently  used  as  an  adul- 
terant to  olive  oil.  Of  recent  years  its 
general  use  has  greatly  increased.  So  has 
its  area  of  production,  especially  in  the 
Argentine.  The  residue  after  oil  extraction 
is  a  valuable  feeding-stuff. 


Sesame. — Oil  of  sesame  is  frequently! 
used  in  margarines,  and  in  Germany  its 
incorporation  in  them  is,  in  fact,  com- 
pulsory. It  originates  in  the  seeds  of  the 
sesame  plant  grown  in  the  Levant,  India, 
Japan  and  West  Africa.  Titre:  220  C. 
Sesame  is  also  a  drying  oil. 

Sunflower.— Extracted  in  many  coun- 
tries from  the  seeds  of  the  sunflower  plant, 
this  oil  is  rapidly  coming  into  popular  use, 
partly  because  it  has  been  found  to  be  in 
all  respects  equal  to  olive  oil,  without  the 
high  coagulation  point  of  the  latter,  and 
partly  because  the  crop  is  one  that  can  be 
grown  in  almost  any  climate  or  soil.  Sun- 
flower is  a  heavy  yielder  of  seed.  Titre: 
1 70  C.  The  residue  of  the  crushed  kernels 
make  a  first-rate  cattle  feeding-cake.  The 
oil  will  be  described  more  fully  in  a  latei 
article. 

Palm. — Extracted  from  the  fruit  of  the 
palm,  which  is  chiefly  grown  in  West  Africa, 
this  oil  is  largely  used  in  margarines,  bu1 
has  other  purposes  as  well.  The  residual 
cake  is  a  product  of  the  highest  cattle-feed- 
ing value. 

Soya  Bean. — Formerly  chiefly  imported 
from  China  (the  Kwantung  peninsula),  soya 
bean  oil  has,  of  recent  years,  been  produced 
in  many  countries,  including  Canada  and 
the  United  States.  Not  only  can  the  or 
be  extensively  used  for  culinary  purposes 
but  the  bean  itself  and  its  residues  are 
valuable  human  food,  and  can  be  put  tc 
many  uses.

U.S.  Penicillin  for  South  Africa. — Orders 
for  the  supply  of  penicillin  to  the  Unior 
of  South  Africa  Defence  Force  have  beer 
placed  in  the  United  States,  according 
to  a  bulletin  issued  by  the  Director-Genera 
of  Supplies.  The  supply  is  being  arrangec 
through  the  South  African  Supply  Missior 
in  Washington;  10,000,000  units  have 
already  been  received  by  ait  mail,  anc 
negotiations  are  in  progress  to  procure  £ 
further  1,200,000,000  units  during  th< 
twelve  months  ending  March  31,  1945.  Onl) 
a  limited  number  of  cases  in  the  Forces  can 
however,  be  treated  with  present  supplie: 
of  the  drug.  Packing  is  in  ampoules  con 
taining  from  10,000  to  1,000,000  units,  anc 
injections  are  given  in  serious  cases  ever] 
three  or  four  hours,  often  over  a  period  o 
days,  and  it  is  not  unusual  for  some  nun 
dreds  of  thousands  or  even  a  million  units  tc 
be  injected  before  a  patient  responds  tc 
treatment.  Adequate  supplies  foj.  civilian;

to  come. 
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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
October  24.  Reports  of  the  Accounts  and 
Central  N.H.I.  Committees  were  received 
and  approved.  The  secretary's  report  on 
matters  that  had  arisen  since  the  previous 
meeting  was  "received. 

Price  Reduction  Policy 

Letters  were  reported  to  have  been  sent 
to  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Association, 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  and 
Ethical  Pharmaceuticals  Association,  asking 
those  bodies  to  consider  formulating  an 
agreed  policy  by  which  manufacturers 
should  give  effect  to  retail  price  reductions 
by  a  method  equitable  to  retailers.  Replies 
had  been  received  from  the  W.D.T.A.  and 
the  P.A.T.A.,  indicating  that  this  matter 
would  be  considered,  but  no  reply  had  so 
far  been  received  from  the  Ethical  Pharma- 
ceuticals Association. 

A  letter  sent  by  the  secretary  to  Halex, 
Ltd.,  complaining  of  short  supplies  of 
tooth-brushes  to  chemists,  against  appa- 
rently unrestricted  supplies  to  chain  stores, 
had  brought  a  reply  saying  that  all  quotas 
of  pre-war  customers  were  based  on  the 
value  of  pre-war  supplies,  with  the  result 
that  customers  who,  at  that  time,  purchased 
only  the  lower-priced  brushes  in  a  range, 
did  not  enjoy  any  quantity  advantage  over 
other  customers.  In  response  to  a  further 
request  tb  the  Board  of  Trade  for  an  allo- 
cation of  overalls  for  use  in  dispensaries, 
a  reply  had  been  received  that  it  had  not 
yet  been  found  possible  to  extend  the 
arrangements  to  include  pharmacists. 

Distribution  and  Wages 

The  Secretary  reported  receiving  a 
letter  from  the  Board  of  Trade  asking  for 
co-operation  in  providing  detailed  parti- 
culars about  retail  distribution.  A  reply 
had  been  sent  that  a  statutory  register  was 
available  of  all  retail  pharmaceutical 
establishments,  but  that  the  N.P.U.  would 
be  willing  to  co-operate. 

Negotiations  on  a  draft  agreement  on 
wages  and  working  conditions,  which  had 
been  suspended  in  July  for  three  or  four 
months  at  the  request  of  the  Trade  Union 
side  of  the  National  Joint  Industrial  Council 
for  Retail  Pharmacy,  would  now  be  resumed, 
the  secretary  reported,  as  the  Trade  Unions 
had  indicated  they  were  now  prepared 
further  to  consider  the  draft  agreement, 
and  had  asked  for  meetings  of  the  Joint 


Negotiating  Committee  on  November  7 
and  of  the  full  Council  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day.  It  was  anticipated  that, 
at  the  meeting  of  the  full  Council,  a  draft 
agreement  on  wages  and  working  conditions 
acceptable  to  all  parties  would  be  reached. 
In  consequence  of  the  changed  position, 
the  Executive  decided  that  the  terms  of 
the  draft  agreement  which  was  before  the 
Joint  Negotiating  Committee  of  the  J.I.C. 
in  July  1944  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Conference  of  N.P.U.  branch  delegates. 

Interrupted  Apprenticeships 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the 
Minister  of  Labour  had  indicated  to  the 
J.I.C.  that  he  was  prepared  to  provide 
assistance  in  connexion  with  approved 
schemes  by  individual  industries  to  enable 
apprentices  to  complete  their  training  and 
qualify  on  their  return  from  war  service. 
The  Minister  had  asked  the  J.I.C.  to  co- 
operate in  preparing  a  scheme  for  retail 
pharmacy,  and  the  matter  was  to  be  con- 
sidered by  the  full  Council  of  the  J.I.C. 

One  claim  upon  the  Air  Raid  Mutual 
Assistance  Fund  was  reported  received 
since  the  previous  meeting;  details  were 
not  to  hand. 

Weekly  maintenance  grants  continued  to 
be  made  from  the  W ar  Distress  Fund  in 
respect  of  three  cases ;  the  amount  sub- 
scribed to  the  fund  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting  totalled  ^30,849. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had 
obtained  figures  from  more  than  800 
chemists  comparing  pre-war  and  present- 
day  wages  paid  to  qualified  managers  and 
assistants  and  unqualified  dispensers.  The 
Executive  was  of  opinion  that  the  figures 
justified  an  approach  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  corre- 
sponding increase  in  dispensing  fees  under 
the  existing  N.H.I.  contract. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association 

Settlements  of  a  claim  for  personal 
injuries  due  to  carbolic  acid  burns  by 
payment  of  ^13  3s.,  and  of  a  claim  for 
damage  to  clothing  from  a  bleaching  pre- 
paration by  payment  of  £2  2s.,  were  the 
only  two  completed  cases  reported  to  the 
directors.  Eighteen  other  claims,  including 
two  made  on  behalf  of  deceased  persons 
and  their  dependants,  were  left  in  the 
secretary's  hands  for  attention.  A  success- 
ful defence  had  been  provided  for  two 
members  in  respect  of  summonses  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
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SCIENTIFIC  WORKERS  CANVASS  PHARMACISTS 


A  conference  on  the  future  of  pharmacy, 
organised  by  the  London  Area  Committee 
of  the  Association  of  Scientific  Workers  on 
October  22,  carried  with  only  two  dissentients 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  moved 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Hadgraft  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  F.  B.  Royal  :— 

That  this  meeting  of  one  hundred  pharmacists, 
representative  of  all  branches  of  pharmacy, 
realises  the  common  interests  of  all  pharmacists 
with  their  fellow  scientists  in  all  branches  of 
science,  recognises  the  need  for  Trade  Union 
organisation,  and  urges  all  pharmacists  to  con- 
sider the  A.Sc.W.  as  the  appropriate  organisa- 
tion to  cover  these  needs  and  their  best  interests. 

Scientific  Workers'  Case  for  Pharmacists. 

The  Chairman,  Dr.  H.  Davis,  opened  the 
conference.  It  was  unfortunate,  he  said, 
that  there  was  little  outlet  for  the  scientific 
training  of  pharmacists  in  retail  pharmacy, 
but  pharmacy  was  an  essential  part  of  any 
medical  service,  and  there  must  be  co- 
operation between  the  professions  in  a 
national  service.  It  was  the  object  of  the 
meeting  to  enable  the  A.Sc.W.  to  state  its 
case  to  pharmacists. 

Moving  the  resolution  Mr.  Hadgraft 
said  there  was  a  unity  of  interests  between 
all  pharmacists,  who  needed  an  organisation 
capable  of  effectively  representing  them. 
The  A.Sc.W.  was  in  this  respect  £he  only 
trade  union  with  the  necessary  experience 
of  the  scientific  and  professional  problems 
involved.  An  agreement  between  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees, 
National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers,  and  Association  of  Scientific 
Workers  showed  that  there  were  no  con- 
flicting interests  between  the  unions,  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  be  greatly 
assisted,  he  said,  if  it  could  turn  to  a  body 
of  retail  employee  pharmacists  organised 
within  the  A.Sc.W.  and  capable,  in  conse- 
quence, of  giving  the  collective  opinion  of 
qualified  pharmaceutical  employees. 

Dr.  D.  McLean,  a  member  of  the  national 
executive  committee,  then  gave  an  outline 
of  the  main  objects  and  structure  of  the 
Association,  which,  he  said,  was  a  trade 
union  affiliated  to  the  Trades  Union  Con- 
gress, but  was  not  attached  to  any  political 
party.  The  social  relations  of  the  A.Sc.W. 
were  equally  as  important  as  its  trade  union 
work,  and  the  policy  in  this  direction  was  to 
see  that  science  was  properly  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community.  An  adaptable 
framework  provided  for  the  association 
together  of  different  scientific  workers  in 
the  branches,  with  sectional  committees  for 


each  field  of  science.  He  suggested  that,  h 
the  initial  stages,  pharmacists  should  func 
tion  as  a  subcommittee  of  the  medica 
sciences  committee,  but  should  later  b 
strong  enough  to  form  their  own  sectiona 
committee,  with  direct  representation  on  th 
executive.  By  joining  the  Association  phar 
macists  would  enjoy  the  support  of  16,001 
other  scientific  workers. 

Discussions  and  Questions 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Me 
Butterworth  said  there  was  a  need  fo 
employers  and  employees  to  be  organise* 
together.  Miss  Edmonds  asked  what  wouL 
happen  in  the  event  of  strike  action,  ant 
Dr.  McLean  said  the  Association  had  no 
considered  such  a  possibility  and  he  coul 
not  visualise  such  a  position  obtaining. 

Mr.  Armitage  thought  that  too  muc 
emphasis  had  been  laid  on  the  professiona 
aspects  of  pharmacy,  but  Mr.  Hadgraf 
replied  that  it  was  the  professional  characte 
of  pharmacy  which  distinguished  pharma 
cists  from  unqualified  shop  assistants. 

Mr.  Atkinson  asked  whether  pharma 
cists  within  the  Association  would  b 
dominated  by  paid  officials,  and  Mf 
Williams  (London  area  organiser)  said  h 
wished  to  make  the  position  clear.  He  wa 
a  trade  union  official  employed  by  scientist: 
and  it  was  not  within  his  province  to  defin 
policy.  Members  decided  that. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Royal,  speaking  as  past 
president  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacist' 
said  he  was  concerned  about  the  Rushcliff 
report.  A  male  attendant  nurse  was  now  t 
receive  a  salary  of  £600  per  annum.  Wa 
it  not  possible  to  secure  a  scale  of  salarie 
for  pharmacists? — Mr.  Williams  replie> 
that  the  Association  was  already  concerned 
in  negotiating  salaries  for  other  hospita 
workers,  and  pharmacists  would  also  b 
covered. 

Mr.  Burke  asked  why  a  joint  statemen 
had  been  made  only  by  the  A.P.E. 
N.U.D.A.W.  and  A.Sc.W.  ?  Why  had  no 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Employees 
Union  and  British  Association  of  Chemist 
also  been  included? — Mr.  Head  replie< 
that  the  two  latter  unions  were  not  affiliate* 
to  the  T.U.C.,  but  that  negotiations  ha< 
begun  between  the  A.Sc.W.  and  B.A.C 

Mr.  Parkinson  said  o  ie  problem  was  b 
overcome  the  apathy  o::  the  majority  o 
members  of  the  Society,  and  Dr.  Davi;

enicillin :  Small-scale  Production 

Dr.  Davis  showed  that  penicillin  suitable 
>r  local  application  could  be  prepared 
uite  simply  on  a  small  scale  by  maintaining 

4  per  cent,  solution  of  dextrose  in  tap 
rater  with  traces  of  certain  metallic  salts 
}r  seven  to  fourteen  days  at  a  temperature 
f  750  F.  The  thick  felt  which  formed  on 
tie  surface  of  the  liquid  was  removed,  and 
he  liquid  filtered,  preferably  through  a 
acteria-proof  filter.  The  resulting  liquid 
/as  known  as  penicillin  (crude  filtrate)  and 
ts  usual  potency  was  18-20  units  per  c.c. 
lie  product  by  this  method  must  not  be 
ffered  for  sale,  on  account  of  the  Thera- 
>eutic  Substances  Act  regulations.  If  the 
rude  filtrate  was  evaporated  in  vacuo,  the 
>roduct  was  known  as  penicillin  (dried 
rude  filtrate).  Penicillin  was  also  supplied 
n  the  form  of  a  salt,  penicillin  (sodium  salt) 
>r  penicillin  (calcium  salt).  The  unit  of 
ictivity  was  the  Oxford  unit  and  one  mega- 
mit  was  equal  to  a  million  Oxford  units, 
rests  were  carried  out  for  potency,  sterility, 
reedom  from  abnormal  toxicity,  and  free- 
lom  from  pyrogenic  substances. 

Mechanism  of  Action 

The  lecturer  described  the  mode  of  action 
)f  the  drug  as  bacteriostatic  and,  according 
:o  Biggar,  bactericidal.  It  differed  from  the 
sulphonamides  in  being  much  more  active  in 
ligh  dilution,  one  part  per  million  being  suffi- 
cient to  prevent  the  growth  of  a  penicillin- 
msceptible  organism.  The  action  of  peni- 
cillin was  restricted  to  certain  types  of 
>rganisms  (staphylococci,  streptococci, 
pneumococci,  meningococci,  Micrococcus 
wtarrhalis,  and  Clostridia  being  sensitive 
:o  penicillin,  while  typhoid,  paratyphoid, 
ind  coli  groups,  Ps.  pyocyanea,  proteus, 
Drucella,  tubercle,  yeasts,  and  moulds  were 
nsensitive.)  Dr.  Davis  explained  J.  W. 
Biggar's  suggested  treatment  of  staphylo- 


coccal infections  with  penicillin  by  inter- 
mittent sterilisation.  Broth  with  living 
Staphylococci  pyogenes  was  treated  with 
varying  strengths  of  penicillin  and  was 
subcultured  after  eighteen  hours ;  no  growth 
was  produced,  thus  indicating  that  the 
organisms  had  been  killed.  Further  quan- 
tities of  the  broth  were  kept,  some  at  370  C, 
some  at  atmospheric  temperature  and  some 
at  40  C,  and  these  were  subcultured  again. 
From  the  set  kept  at  370  C.  there  was  no 
growth,  but  the  set  kept  at  40  C.  showed 
considerable  growth,  while  that  kept  at 
atmospheric  temperature  also  failed  to 
sterilise.  The  results  suggested  that  there 
were  persisters,  and  Biggar  assumed  that 
penicillin  acted  on  bacteria  at  the  time  of 
division  and  that  it  then  actually  killed. 
The  experiments  gave  rise  to  the  assumption 
that  penicillin  fails  to  cure  staphylococcal 
infections  in  the  body  because  some  of  the 
cocci  are  in  the  persister  phase,  and  a 
scheme  of  treatment  was  suggested  in  which 
penicillin  was  alternately  given  and  with- 
held, the  idea  being  to  give  the  bacteria 
in  the  persister  phase  time  to  divide  and 
then  to  kill  the  resulting  bacteria  by  further 
administration  of  penicillin.  Unlike  re- 
sistant strains,  descendants  of  persisters 
are  easily  killed  by  penicillin.  During 
treatment  it  was  essential  to  measure  the 
concentration  of  the  drug  in  the  patient's 
blood. 

Dr.  Davis  said  the  salts  of  penicillin  were 
liable  to  cause  tissue  damage  when  given 
intramuscularly,  so  painful  reactions  were 
sometimes  controlled  by  the  addition  of  a 
suitable  quantity  of  2  per  cent,  procaine 
hydrochloride  solution.  Penicillin  was 
frequently  given  with  a  saline,  dextrose, 
or  dextrose-saline  drip,  and  Dr.  Davis 
emphasised  that  the  method  of  preparation 
was  identical  with  the  official  process  for 
dissolving  the  sterilised  powder  in  the 
requisite  quantity  of  sterilised  solvent 
immediately  before  use,  and  that  it  was 
important  to  use  pyrogen-free  water  for 
all  preparations  of  penicillin.  For  dispensing 
preparations  for  local  application  the 
calcium  or  sodium  salt  was  used.  The 
latter,  being  hygroscopic,  decomposed  more 
readily  in  solution. 

A  lengthy  discussion  took  place  after 
the  address,  and  Mr.  Frank  Noble  (pre- 
sident, Western  Pharmacists'  Association) 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks,  which  was 
seconded  by  Miss  C.  Mozley-Stark 
(vice-president,  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists). 
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LEICESTER  PRIZE-GIVING 


The  distribution  •  of  prizes  at  the  Leicester 
College  of  Technology  and  Commerce 
school  of  pharmacy  (a  joint  meeting  with 
the  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  took  place  on 
October  24,  when  Sir  Herbert  L.  Eason, 
C.B.,  C.M.G.  (president  of  the  General 
Medical  Council,  1939),  was  the  speaker. 

Reports  and  Address 

Mr.  L.  W.  Kershaw  (principal  of  the 
College)  reported  on  the  work  of  the  school 
during  the  session,  giving  special  mention 
to  the  satisfactory  results  in  the  Bachelor 
of  Pharmacy  course  as  a  result  of  work 
done  in  the  school  during  the  past  few 
years.  He  announced  the  gift  of  scholar- 
ships to  the  value  of  ^600  over  a  period  of 
seven  years  from  four  Leicester  manu- 
facturers (A.  de  St.  Dalmas  &  Co.,  Ltd. ; 
Wands,  Ltd. ;  E.  H.  Butler  &  Son,  Ltd.  ; 
and  John  Richardson  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  and 
said  the  first  award  had  been  made  for  the 
present  session  to  Miss  Olga  Bailey. 

Mr.  C.  Gunn  (head  of  the  school  of 
pharmacy)  said  it  was  hoped  soon  to  revise 
the  Leicester  apprenticeship  scheme.  This 
should  give  students  every  opportunity  of 
starting  their  Intermediate  course  fully 
prepared  by  elementary  study  of  chemistry, 
physics  and  biology,  after  taking  the 
Schools  certificate. 

Sir  Herbert  Eason,  in  his  address, 
compared  the  "romance"  of  pharmacy  in 
the  days  of  superstition  and  empiricism 
with  the  "romance"  of  present-day  exact 
scientific  method.  He  urged  students  to 
consider  the  tremendous  development  of 
organic  chemistry,  and  said  he  had  found 
that  pharmacists  with  the  degree  were 
quickly  absorbed  into  industry.  He  pro- 
mised yet  another  Addendum  to  the  B.P., 
with  the  striking  innovation  of  including 
proprietary  medicines.

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CHEMICAL  CONTROLS 

ie  eighth  report  of  the  Select  Com- 
ittee  on  National  Expenditure  deals  with 
e  Ministry  of  Supply  chemical  controls.

apacity  to  that  firm.  It  is  pointed  out  that 
bte  prime  responsibility  of  the  materials 
epartments  is  to  secure  supplies  in  suffi- 
ient  quantities  at  the  right  time,  and  they 
aturally  go  to  the  firm  which  has  made 
he  product  successfully.    While  the  Com- 
aittee  agrees  with  this  policy,  it  thinks 
hat  if  the  product  is  one  which  is  still  far 
rom  being  perfectly  developed,  it  becomes 
i  question  whether  it  is  wise  to  entrust 
ts  further  development  to  a  single  firm. 

A  further  criticism  examined  by  the 
'ommittee  concerns  a  suggestion  that 
:echnical  skill  and  facilities  for  research 
md  development  have  not  been  sufficiently 
imployed.  It  is  explained  that  of  the 
'esearch  contracts  placed  with  the  chemical 
industry  since  the  beginning  of  the  war; 
more  than  half  have  been  placed  \with  one 
company  and  its  associated  companies. 
On  the  other  hand,  one  of  the  largest  firms 
in  the  industry,  and  a  leader  in  one  field 
□f  organic  chemistry,  has  not  received 
a  single  contract.  Some  explanation  is 
thought  necessary  of  the  latter  fact.  The 
reason  offered  was  that,  owing  to  the 
suspicious  attitude  of  this  firm,  the  De- 
partment had  not  been  able  to  acquire 
the  necessary  information  about  its  facili- 
ties, and  had  therefore  been  unable  to  award 
it  contracts  for  such  purposes.

Business  in  drugs  and  chemicals  remains 
much  as  previously  reported,  with  a  small 
but  steady  trade  and  few  alterations  in 
values.  The  supply  position  is  about  un- 
changed, with  some  items  arriving  regularly 
whilst  others  have  practically  disappeared 
from  the  markets.  Reports  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  section  show 
conditions  stable,  with  reasonable  supplies 
at  steady  prices. 

Crude  Drugs 

Conditions  in  this  section  of  the  markets 
continue  very  steady,  though  the  volume 
of  business  being  transacted  is  quite  small. 
Prices  are  maintained  at  about  the  levels 
recorded  recently.
